The Slape-Jones-Hill combination on the board of su­ 
pervisors Tuesday heaved another monkey-wrench into 
operations when Supervisors William Slape, William Jones 
and Ed Hill refused to act on a proposed county sewage 
disposal and sanitation ordinance proposed by Supervisor 
James I. Easley of Palm Springs. Lack of action on the 
measure holds up enforcement of sanitary regulations on 
Indian lands, too. it was said. 
The m easure w as lost because^ 
of lack of a second. Supervisor 
Floyd Gilmore, as chairm an of 
the board, does not originate or 
second 
m otions b ut displayed 
annoyance at the delay. 
"It's a good m easure," he said. 
"I'm ready to act on it now." 


SLAPE AND JONES insisted on 
a 30-day delay to give the o rd i­ 
nance further study. 
The board had already yielded 


to a request for two week's delay 
from Hill and Jones when the 
m atter cam e up M ay 16.

sum e its proper place of leader­ 
ship w ithin th e county and re­ 
sum e its n o r m a l function of 
stim u latin g trade and im m igra­ 
tion. 
2—"T hat the honorable board 
of supervisors be requested to 
term inate th e term s of office of 
the present board of directors of 
the Riverside County Cham ber of 
Commerce a s of June 30, 1949. 
and pass such regulations as are 
necessary to establish the term 
of office of future m em bers of 
th is board at two years, and fu r­ 
th er beginning w ith the next fis­ 
cal year, Ju ly 1, 1949, th a t two 


m em bers be appointed for one 
year and three m em bers for two 
years in order to insure the s ta g ­ 
gering of the expiration of future 
terms. 
3—"T hat each county su p er­ 
visor in the m atter of future a p ­ 
pointm ents to the said board of 
directors be urged to consult w ith 
the cham bers of comm erce w ith ­ 
in his respective district and base 
each appointm ent on th e recom ­ 
m endations of the c h a m b e r s 
w ithin his district, in order th a t 
the m anagem ent of the County 
Cham ber of Commerce shall be 
truly representative of th e entire 
county and sym pathetic to ch am ­ 
ber of comm erce program s and 
objectives."

It would take the voluntary effort of a large group of civic- 
minded citizens to accomplish this sort of a thing. One 
businessman must convince another that if all groups co­ 
operated in a plan, it would work. And a lot more volun­ 
tary effort would be needed to see that the plan was car­ 
ried out. 
The community is also dependent on voluntary effort to 
a large extent to be on the lookout—and work against 
developments th at m ay have an adverse effect. Witness 
the cement mill menace and the proposed routing of the 
Palm Springs by-pass. Who fights these battles? Our city 
officials do their part but they m ust have the help of busi­ 
nessmen and property owners—influential citizens—who 
are willing to give whole days of their time to defend the 
community against such undesirable developments. This 
sort of problem is coming up all the time. 
These are but a few examples. Let the chamber of 
commerce take care of them, someone suggests. NG—The 
few paid workers at the chamber can't possibly do all this 
work. It is not supposed to. That organization is only a 
clearing house through which the citizens—voluntary 
workers, if you please—can join in a cooperative effort. 
It seems safe to say, then, that this community will 
grow and prosper in direct proportion to the voluntary 
effort on the part of its civic workers. We now have a de­ 
pendable band of community “work horses" who carry 
most of the load. They are too few. We need more peoplP 
who say: “Let’s do . . . .” instead of “W hy don t THEY 
do. . . ." Who are “they” anyway? Why, just anybody but 
the speaker, else he would include himself. 
So this is an appeal for more voluntary effort on the 
part of our people here in Palm Springs. Almost everyone 
can participate in at least one activity. No one would be 
over-worked if the tasks were divided up among more 
people. Ask yourself the question: “What am I doing for

Congress w as preparing for the 
President's signature today on a 
new Commodity Credit Corpora­ 
tion bill, am ended by Congress­ 
man John Phillips, which farm 
leaders predict will come nearer 
than anything else to creating 
an "ever normal granary" fbr the 
nailon.

He explained that these loans 
would relieve the government of 
the expense of storing grain in 
private warehouses at 171 a cents 
per bushel, and the loans would 
be repaid from the proceeds of 
the price support loans or pu r­ 
chase agreements between the 
CCC and the farmers.
